DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Information Disclosure Statement filed on 7/12/05 has been received. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 10 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 1 discloses elastic partition member used in the device of claim 1 or 2. Since 
Claim 1 already contains the elastic partition member, it is unclear as to what is the 
scope of this claim. 

Claim 1 1 discloses sandwiching members used in the device of claim 1 or 2. Since 
Claim 1 already contains the sandwiching members, it is unclear as to what is the scope 
of this claim. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claims 1-4, and 6-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Itoh et al (U. S. Patent no. 6,910,683). 

See figures first attachment fitting 20, a cylindrical second attachment fitting 19, a 
vibration-isolating base 14, a Diaphragm 22, a partition 30 comporting the liquid-filled 
chamber 26 into a first liquid chamber 26a and a second liquid chamber 26b, and an 
orifice 28, the partition including an elastic partition membrane 32 and a pair of 

sandwiching members 36,38 pinching and holding a peripherally marginal portion of 
the elastic partition membrane, the sandwiching members include a plurality of 
openings 45,46 and displacement-regulating ribs 42 (annular 42a and radial/linking 
42b), the elastic partition membrane includes displacement-regulating protrusions 48a 
and 48b (see figure 4b and column 8 lines 49-67)

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

' (a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Itoh et al. 
Itoh is relied upon as above. Itoh et al does not disclose 4 or less linking ribs. The 
number of ribs is a results effective variable that one of ordinary skill in the art would 
vary in order to adjust the frequency response of the fluid damping device. It is 
therefore, merely a design choice in order to achieve a specific use of the damper in a 
specific environment.
